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report op the school board 

To the Voters : 

I n rendering our report to the voters of West Rutland, we 
tee! that owing to the condition of some of our buildings, a more 
exhaustive report than is customary is necessary. 

During the improvements to the Whipple Hollow building 
it became necessary to enlarge slightly the main structure in 
order to provide a coal bin. A small addition was therefore 
erected on the north side, under the assumption that the land 
was owned by the town. We were later informed by Mr. Wil- 
liam Shangraw that the shed was on his meadow land. Mr. Shan- 
graw demanding damages for the same. Later, Mr. Shangraw 
saw fit to demolish the shed and it then became necessary for 
the town to purchase the small pieee of land and reconstruct 
lhe demolished building. This transaction cost the town ap- 
proximately $400,00. 

During the past few months Mr, A. O, Preble. Slate Fire 
Marshal, visited our Town Hall building and Main Street 
building. He ordered several changes and many repairs in the 
Main Street buildnig in order to decrease the fire hazard. Aside 
from the reconstruction of doorways and the cutting of new 
doors, he has instructed us to enclose entirely the boiler with 
a fire-proof material of some kind. This work will be done as 
soon as tile operation of the classes will I permit. 

The recommendations of the Eire Marshal with reference 
to the Town Hall have been handed to the Selectmen. They 
include similar alterations in the boiler room and the construe- 
tion of a suitable fire-escape. 

For several years the Town Hall has been operated by the 
School Board both for school and public purposes. This dual 
operation is no longer compatible with the efficient conduct of 
the High School. The renting of the large hall in the building 
many nights in the week until midnight and later, requires the 


31 


piling of school seats in the rear. This causes constant breakage, 
resulting in a great expense to the town. The revenue derived 
from the rental of the hall does not equal the expense of heat, 
light and breakage. In addition to this item, the high school 
pupils are required to sit the entire next day in a room and use 
facilities which cannot be cleared in the early morning, after 
the evening entertainment is over. 

For these, and other reasons which we cannot divulge here, 
we recommend that this board be authorized to permit the town 
hall to be used only for school and strictly town purposes, in 
the future. 

If the attendance in the High School continues to increase 
the next year or two in the 'same proportion as it has in the 
past, our present building will not be sufficient. We believe 
that the voters should now begin to give some thought to the 
erection of a new High School building. 

We take this opportunity to again urge the people of the 
town to visit the schools and observe the entire educational plant 
in operation. 

Successful and efficient conduct of the schools requires the 
co-operation of the people and especially of the parents. This 
co operation can scarcely be given unless you appreciate the 
difficulty under which the schools operate and unless you give 
t ho schools and teachers tlie benefit of your suggestions.
